In 
passing one of the boys he leaned over 
and said in a piercing whisper, “You 
fellows will excuse me if I unostenta- 
tiously disappear, I am sure.

Myers dropped back into his chair 
with a grin, his purpose accomplished.

For one 
thing, he is always willing to pay fair 
prices whether a fellow knows the 
value of his stamps or not, and in the 
second place inverted heads don’t 
grow singly; there must have been a 
sheet of them. The deed the stamp

He 
sees the fellow that sold the stamp,

Then Paul- 
son asked if he would mind a little ar- 
ticle in the local paper about it, and 
the fellow not only doesn’t object, but 
takes him and introduces him to the 
editor. 

Mr. Editor was quite astonished at 
the value of an old stamp and said 
he’d be glad to print an item about it. 
So Paulson explained that there 
might be others to be found and of- 
fered to write the story, which the 
editor was glad to have him do. So 
he wrote it, making it mighty clear 
that there had been 50 of those 
stamps and some other people might 
have a copy. Then he added that 
there were a lot more old stamps that 
had value, and wound up saying he 
would be at the local hotel all day 
Saturday next week, ready to buy 
anything people would hunt up in 
the meantime. 

Then he wrote out and paid for an 
ad saying the same thing about his 
buying, so the editor w ould be sure to 
put in the story, and lit out for home. 
Drove back there the next Friday, and 
the next day he told me he never had 
more fun in his life. 

Said before he got through his 7 
o’clock breakfast there was a bunch 
of kids waiting with all sorts of junk

to sell him, as well as a few pretty 
good stamps, and before he got 
through with them a farmer had 
turned up with a dollar revenue green 
on a document. It wasn’t the inverted 
head, but he couldn’t see the differ- 
ence because of that. He went off in 
a huff thinking Paulson was a liar, 
because he wouldn’t pay a big price 
for it. 

By 9 o’clock there were so many 
people there Paulson had to go up to 
his room and have ’em sent in one at 
a time, and so it went for hours.

Mr. Whitman writes that he will mail 
fleet review day covers from as many 
ships as it is physically possible for 
him to get on during the day and 
that covers left otherwise will be 
mailed from ships in Brooklyn Navy 
Yard.

A beautiful cachet, wholly in the 
spirit of the dreamy islands whence 
it originates, will be applied to cov- 
ers on June 11, by Matt Murphey, 
navy mail clerk, U.S. S. Breese, care 
postmaster, Pearl Harbor, T. H. This 
will be the occasion of Kamehameha 
Day. Matt writes me that this is the 
chief legal holiday of the islands and 
location of the Breese will appear in 
the killer bars. It requires at least 
two weeks for mail to reach Pearl 
Harbor, so get your covers off early 
enough. 


Gold Star Accommodates 

One ship in the Asiatic squadron 
that is always dependable for a nice, 
clear cancel is the U. S. S. Gold Star. 
The navy mail clerk, Paul Olsen, is a 
fine chap who knows the foibles of col- 
lectors and never seems to tire of try- 
ing to satisfy them. Send him a few 
covers and you will get back some 
nice cancels provided you do not re- 
quest everything on the ship. 


Antares Base Ship 

J. E. Bortmas, navy mail clerk, 
U. S. S. Antares, writes that his ship 
is now base vessel for the Second Bat- 
talion, U. S. Marine Corps, based on 
Ft. Lauderdale, Fla. “Bort” hopes 
to be in the fleet review at New York 
May 31. Send him a few covers, care 
postmaster, New York City, and he 
will cancel them clearly for you. 


Brooks Cancels 

Several interesting historical days 
occur during the month of May and 
many of these will be commemorated 
with suitable cancels from the U.S.S. 
Brooks. This is the ship where col- 
lectors have such a friend in Charles 
C. Olasky, so send him a few covers, 
care postmaster, San Diego, Calif., 
and he will give you nice cancels. 


U. S. S. San Francisco 

I am told this ship will make a 
South American cruise and that the 
navy mail clerk will hold covers and 
cancel en route and at Latin-Ameri- 
can ports. Send him some covers, 
care postmaster, San Francisco, Calif. 


How To Get Cancels 

So many inquiries have reached me 
as to how to collect naval cancels 
that the following is in order for new- 
comers to the hobby: Prepare your 


covers just as though you were going | pRa 


to cover an event in the United States. 
Use only U. S. postage, regardless of 
where the ship may be stationed, for 
all ships are branches of the New 
York postoffice and cancel ONLY the 
postage stamps of this country. Ships 
in Shanghai, Manila or Cuba use 
U. S. postage. I cannot make this 
too plain, for 80 per cent of more 
than 400 letters of inquiry received 
indicate the writers believe foreign 
stamps ought to go on covers mailed 
from the ships in foreign ports. The 
3-cent first class postage rate pre- 
vails, even if the ship is in China. So, 
address your covers to yourself, stamp 
them with United States postage, 
place them in a larger envelope and 
send them, fully prepaid. to the navy 
mail clerk of the vessel you choose, 
care the postmaster, as follows: If 
ships are in Atlantic waters, care the 
New York City postmaster; if in the 
Asiatic fleet, care postmaster, Seattle, 
Wash. If in doubt about any ship’s 
address, send your packet care the 
New York postmaster and it will 
reach its destination.

While the Editor has been a 
member of the A. P. S. for many 
years, in fact his membership num- 
ber is now among the couple hundred 
oldest members of this Association, it 
has been our policy to point out from 
time to time, things which we believe 
should and could be done to improve 
the Society and to give its member- 
ship a greater share in its activities. 
At the same time we have never 
failed to recommend the Society to 
every real active stamp collector as 
being the one organization through 
which he could best do his bit for 
stamp collecting in general. 

While we have long been dissatis- 
fied with the inactivity of the Society, 
there is always hope that it may 
someday rise up and take the place 
which it should occupy as the leading 
spirit in Philatelic Activity in Amer- 
ica. 

Probably this is not practical un- 
der its present plan of organization 
and operation. Such being the case, 
it should be revamped, a serious ef- 
fort made to make it what it should 
be and the activity of new member- 
ships can best produce this situation. 

We have always strongly objected 
to the plan which has been in effect 
for so long, to frame the annual elec- 
tion. We believe political activity in 
the society would be beneficial. We 
believe that anything which will draw 
and hold the interest of the individual 
member, give him an opportunity to 
participate in the activities of the so- 
ciety will be beneficial. However all 
this is up to the individual members 
and so long as they let the officers 
do it all and without protest on their 
part there can be little hope for im- 
provement.

George Bramann of Niagara Falls,

spun and the machine pays on the 
basis of poker hands which turn up on 
the five exposed cards. 

Mr. Bramann states that these ma- 
chines carry a playing card stamp 
attached to a small card on the face 
of the machine, which explains how 
you can get peanuts for a penny but 


that you should not put in any coin 
over a quarter. 

This is apparently a new type of 
machine with playing cards on it for 
the Editor has slipped hundreds of 
pennies in the slot machines which 
have playing cards on them and has 
never yet noticed a playing card 
stamp on any such machine.

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Precancels 


Information regarding new issues and notes of intereston 
all Precancels, other than Buro Priats, sho 
sent direct to the Editor of this column.

In regards to last week’s comments 
on the fake precancels a few tangent 
remarks on the angle of cancelled pre- 
cancels should be a little farther 
delved into. In the case of the ones I 
mentioned they were out and out 
fakes and one could plainly see that 
the precancel was placed over the reg- 
ular postal cancel. A lot of these no 
doubt were picked because the can- 
cellation was very light, and with 
the idea it might be overlooked or 
attributed to smear etc. But I think 
I should say here, lest some beginner 
take from my remarks that ALL pre- 
eancels that have additional postal 
cancellation on them are fakes, some- 
thing about a ruling the post office 
department has made and which quite 
a few concerns have taken advantage 
of. This is it: Precancels may be 
used on first class mail, but the clerks 
that handle this type of mail are 
instructed to further post cancel it. 
So there you have the reason why 
you see many legitimate types with 
the post cancellation on them. A close 
examination will reveal whether the 
precancel has been placed on the 
stamp first or over the post can- 
cellation. These precancels that are 
legitimately used are perfectly col- 
lectible, but many collectors deem the 
added cancellation as a defect and de- 
sist collecting them or if they are 
purchasing same demand a large dis- 
count if in that condition. To boil 
the above down in the simplest of 
words: If the post cancellation is 
under the precancel it is a fake, but 
if the post cancellation is over the 
precancel it undoubtedly is O. K. 


Well the castle I had built over 
finding the datings on the Tampa, 
Fla. U-12 has bursted and fallen. At 
least tho I have the proof of the 
cause for my illusions. From Mr. J. 
J. Coakley of Tampa I have seen a 
block of four of the same stamps as 
my single and containing the dated 
overprints but they look a whole lot 
different than on my single.

that at the Tampa office they were 
using these 30c dues as vouchers for 
a large amount of returned parcel 
post packages, and as these were re- 
tained right in the office there was 
nothing to prevent the clerks from 
using the same stamps over again.

U.S. REVIEW

A prompt shortage, in this country, 
of the new Philippine Championship 
Games Issue developed immediately 
after issue. Only 10,000 sets were 
sent to Washington from the Islands 
and these were exhausted at once. 
This issue was printed in the Islands 
and will prove attractive and popu- 
lar. Evidently, in shipping to the 
U. S. the sheets were packed between 
leaves of a poor grade of oil paper 
as copies seen have been badly oil 
stained. This is, however, easily re- 
moved by a five minute bath in car- 
bon tetrachloride without noticeably 
affecting the color. One unusual fea- 
ture of this set is the absence of 
plate numbers on the sheets of 35 
(5x7). There are no straight edges 
on these stamps. 


There is no royal road to water- 
mark detecting on U. S. Stamps. 
Many have written regarding the dif- 
ficulty they have in discovering or 
distinguishing the often faint and 
seldom centered watermarks on Uni- 
ted States stamps. The necessary ac- 
cessories are a good detector and 
fluid and, this is always a help, a good 
imagination. Most of the double line 
watermarks are comparatively easy 
to see as they are large and fairly 
well impressed. The main difficulty 
lies in seeing the single line water- 
marks of the 1914 to 1917 issues. Fre- 
quently this smaller watermark ap- 
pears only partly on the stamp and 
then but dimly. These watermarks 
are best seen at the moment of im- 
mersion in the detecting fluid because 
right at that instant the slightly thin- 
ner portions of the stamp where the 
watermark is impressed seem to ab- 
sorb the fluid more quickly than the 
remaining portions. However, indi- 
viduals will have trouble with this 
no matter what happens and constant 
practice is the most effective help.
